THIRTY  YEARS  AGO  there 
was  no  organized  national  re- 
search attack  on  cancer,  but  today 
cancer  research  is  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  fruitful  fields 
of  scientific  investigation  in  this 
country. 

The  main  point  being  stressed 
by  the  crusade  is  for  people  to 
have  a check-up  to  protect  them- 
selves against  cancer.  In  theory, 
all  cancers  can  be  cured  when 
it  is  possible  to  remove  or  des- 
troy all  of  the  cancer  cells  exist- 
ing in  the  patients  body.  This  is 
usually  accomplished  by  surgery 
or  radiation  therapy. 

THE  ANNUAL  CANCER  CRU- 
SADE saves  lives  and  raises 
funds.  During  the  Crusade,  vol- 
unteers bring  their  neighbors 
life-saving  information  and  at  the 
same  time  accept  contributions 
to  vital  programs  of  research, 
education  and  service. 

The  Crusade  focuses  national 
state  and  local  attention  on  can- 
cer—on  progress  being  made,  on 
problems  lying  ahead.  During  this 
period  people  learn  more  about 
this  disease  and  how  to  take  per- 
sonal action  against  it. 

WITH  THE  RECENT  concern 
regarding  money  donated  to  the 
fund,  it  is  important  to  note  that 
only  4.3  percent  of  the  total 
budget  in  the  state  of  Utah  is 
used  for  fund  raising  and  that  3.4 
per  cent  is  used  for  administra- 
tion costs.

A German  version  of  the  Beg- 
gar’s Opera  with  a new  plot  and 
different  music  composed,  by 
Kurt  Weill,  was  performed  in 
1928  under  the  title  of  “Three 
Penny  Ojjera.”  A film  version 
of  it  was  made  in  1953. 

Its  nature  is  that  of  a spoken 
play  of  low  life — that  of  thieves 
and  harlots,  with  69  songs  inter- 
spersed, set  to  the  popular  tunes 
of  the  day — English,  Scottish  and 
Irish  folk  songs,  stated  Fisher.

“I  DECIDED  that  I would  love 
to  have  a cow  in  the  herd,  but  I 
knew  from  the  begginning  that 
I’d  have  to  watch  it  since  I was 
to  be  the  first  girl,”  the  animal 
husbandry  major  reveals. 

“I  knew  that  one  real  advant- 
age of  having  a cow  would  be  to 
learn  about  the  diseases  and 
care,”  she  says.  “I  probably  won’t 
need  the  training  since  I plan  to 
practice  small  animal  medicine, 
but  still  it  is  an  opportunity,” 
she  adds. 

“SINCE  I HAVE  lived  all  my 
life  in  the  city,  the  challenge  to 
raise  an  animal  has  been  really 
great.  But  I have  loved  it.  I think 
everyone,  especially  c h il  d r e n 
should  have  the  chance  to  raise 


animal.  It  teaches  them  so 
much  about  life,  “philosophized 
the  “milkmaid.” 

Being  in  the  dairy  herd  means 
rising  at  3 a.m.  or  going  to  the 
barn  in  the  evenings  many  times 
a week,  according  to  the  sopho' 
more  from  Gallup,  N.^L 


“WE  GOT  OUR  COWS  the  first 
part  of  the  year  and  then  we  had 
to  learn  to  care  for  them,”  she 
says.  Everyone  in  the  herd  has 
to  take  a class  in  dairy  manage- 
ment. 

Quata,  who  lives  in  Helaman, 
had  to  give  up  her  cow  care  after 
the  first  semester,  but  is  happy 
that  spring  is  here  so  she  can 
spend  more  time  seeing  her  cow, 
which  is  being  used  by  Bob  Kali- 
an for  his  class. 

“It  was  quite  a thing  on  the 
floor  when  I got  the  cow,”  the 
petite  green-eyed  blonde  recalls.
